Tra.Te!et« on the great highway 


which leads through Stalnes by the 
Belfont church can see two ancient

tan tell. These are. perhaps, the most 
familiar examples of the toplirists* art 
near the metropolis, but In formal gar- 
Jens of many stately old country 
louses their like may be seen In abrm- 
lanee..
